Great Republican Demounstratson in
London.

Lonpon, Oct, 20.-—Despite the ef.
forts of the Government to discourage

such demonstration, 20,000 people

marched to the Palace Yard last night
and orginized an immense wmeeting to
express sympathy with Repulican
France. The speakers violently de-
nounced King William, and an allusion
to the apathy of J. Bright was received
with ecries of ‘Shame.” Gl'adstone
and the Government were reproached
for the policy of obstruction. A defen-
sive alliance with France was advocated,
and a resolution adopted ealling for
Parliament to abolish the pensions of
the German Princess, including the
Crown Prince of Prussia and Prince
Louis of Hesse. It was declared that
the sooner all Kings and Queens were
dethroved the better. The feeling
manifested in some quarters of the city
during the night was revolutionary and
threatening. The Government had two
recments of infantry under arms all
night in their barracks. and extra police
precautions were taken to repress any
Jdizorder, but no call was made for the
interference of military.
